tained a mobile telephone wired up 
to a battery, was found by staff at 
about 1.20pm and is understood to 
have contained a note addressed to a 
pub worker saying “open with care.” 

Neighbours were told to wait at 
Bourne Hall until the all-clear had 
been given. 

One resident who wished to re¬ 
main anonymous said: “This police¬ 
man banged on my door and told me 
I had to get out. I asked him if I 
could bring the cat and the dog and 
he said: “No miss, just you and the 
baby need to get out now.” 

At 4.20pm the Military’s Explosive 
Ordnance Disposal unit carried out 
a controlled explosion and residents 
were slowly allowed back into their 
homes. 

Retired Kay Whatley, who lives in 
nearby Kingston Road said: “It’s in¬ 
convenient but obviously safety 
comes first. This is the ‘day and age’ 
of the bomb and whoever did this

knew it would cause mayhem. I am 
impressed though with the police re¬ 
sponse. I didn’t know we had this 
many police in the county.” 

Jacob Sharp, 16, was on his way to 
work at Homebase but was diverted 
by police into Bourne Hall. 

He said: “Someone being stupid 
has mucked up everybody else’s day. 
It’s normally quiet around here so it 


is a bit of excitement. It is good to 
see so many police had time to be 
here.” 

Two roads in the heart of Ewell 
Village were closed until the area 
was declared safe and the 406 bus 
service, which passes The Wheat¬ 
sheaf, was diverted down to the 
Organ Inn. Other traffic and bus ser¬ 
vices were delayed because of the 
road closures. 

The Wheatsheaf was soon back in 
business but a spokesman refused to 
make any comment about the inci¬ 
dent and referred all inquiries to 
Surrey Police. 

A police spokesman said: “The ori¬ 
gins of the package are being inves¬ 
tigated but it is not believed to be 
terrorism related.”

With the breeding season well 
under way, Wildlife Aid has 
issued a stark warning to well 
meaning nature lovers - leave 
young animals and birds alone, 
even if they seem to have 
been abandoned. 

“If you pick up and handle a 
young animal or bird it will 
then almost certainly be reject¬ 
ed by its mother,” said a 
spokesman for the Leatherhead 
animal charity 

“Mothers sometimes choose 
the most unusual places to have 
their babies. Parents will often 
leave their young for short peri¬ 
ods to search for food,” she said. 

“Although it might seem terri¬ 
bly sad to hear the cries of a 
hungry baby calling for its 
mum, in almost every case she 
is not far away.” 

Last year, Wildlife Aid hand- 


reared 50 fox cubs who were 
brought in by well-meaning 
members of the public, who 
mistakenly assumed that they 
had been abandoned. 

“We raised badger cubs that 
had been pulled from their setts 
by over-excited dogs, out for a 
walk in the woods and we hand- 
fed literally hundreds of baby 
birds, whose nests had been ac¬ 
cidentally knocked from trees 
and hedges when people tidied 
their garden preparing for 
spring,” said the spokesman. 


Last year, volunteers and staff 
at the centre raised and success¬ 
fully released back to the wild 
more than 4,000 orphaned ani¬ 
mals and birds. 

Wildlife Aid is holding its 
annual open day on Sunday, 
June 21 from 10am. It is the 
only time of the year that the 
animal sanctuary in Randalls 
Road, Leatherhead, is open to 
the public.

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Tributes to ‘charismatic

A popular church minister 
and hospital chaplain who 
combined “enormous energy, 
commitment and good hu¬ 
mour” in both work and fami¬ 
ly life has died.

Rev Whelton, who was also 
chaplain to the Metropolitan 
Police Division and to Queen 
Elizabeth’s Training College, 
was married to Monica and 
had four children, eight 
grandchildren and three 
great-grandchildren. 

He was involved in many or¬ 
ganisations including the 
Royal National Lifeboat Insti¬ 
tution, West Hill School, the 
Queen Elizabeth Foundation 
at Leatherhead, the Epsom 
Hospital Medical Equipment 
Fund and The Samaritans. 

Rev Whelton was also one of 


Oxford University’s more ma¬ 
ture students, obtaining an 
Honours degree in theology 
in 1998 at the age of 75. 

Rev Leigh said: “He was a 
man of many talents. As a col¬ 
league he was superb and as a 
friend I’m really going to miss 
him. 

“I know from what the fami¬ 
ly said he was one of life’s 
great jokers and that laughter 
in the family home was inces¬ 
sant. 

“He touched so many people 
through the years. 

“I suspect his funeral ser¬ 
vice at Epsom will be packed 
to the rafters.”

Ban on flowers 
for murder victim 


The family of a former public schoolboy 
murdered in Ashtead has been ordered by 
the council to remove flower tributes 
from outside the place where he was 
killed. 

Family and friends of Matthew Demko, 
25, who was bludgeoned to death with a 
metal barbell in the garage of friend 
Michael Jordan’s house on Links Road, in 
April last year, have been told by the 
Highways Department of Surrey County 
Council to refrain from putting any more 
flowers outside the property 

The new blow to the Demko family 
comes after the once prime suspect of 
Matthew’s murder, his friend Mr Jordan, 
27, who still lives at the Links Road house, 
was acquitted after a four-week trial in 
February, at the Old Bailey 

At the same time, Mr Demko’s parents, 
Nick and Lorraine, are offering a £10,000 
reward for any information which could 
lead to the arrest and prosecution of 
Matthew’s killer. 

Mr Demko said: “They’ve asked us to 
stop putting flowers there. It’s hard 
enough as it is and I don’t think the flow¬ 
ers interfere with anything or anyone. 
They can’t fine us or prosecute us so 
we’re going to keep putting flowers there. 

“The instruction came from Surrey 
County Council Highways Department. 
The local guy who works doing mainte¬ 
nance in Ashtead received complaints 
from residents and the council decided to 
take them down.” 

Lisa Jordan, Mr Jordan’s mother, said 
the flowers do not bother the family: “I 
don’t really notice much about it really. I

assumed that the council had decided 
they had to go or Matthew’s family had 
decided to stop putting flowers there. 

“There had been people around here 
asking me when the flowers would go, but 
it was not my place to complain about 
them. 

“I have no real feelings on the matter.” 

A spokesman for the council said: “We 
are sympathetic to the family's tragic loss 
and we have contacted them about this 
issue. But we have a responsibility for the 
safety of the road users and pedestrians 
who use that stretch of road. We have 
asked that the floral tributes and pictures 
be removed as a consequence.” 

The Demko family issued a statement 
about the reward: “The family of 
Matthew Demko is offering a £10,000 re¬ 
ward for information leading to the suc¬ 
cessful prosecution of anyone involved in 
the brutal murder of their son. The inci¬ 
dent took place at Link Road, Ashtead on 
Friday, April 4,2008. 

“The family are offering this £10,000 re¬ 
ward in the hope that it will encourage 
anyone holding information not previ¬ 
ously known to the police, to now come 
forward and co-operate fully with the po¬ 
lice.”

With details of everything our MPs claim expenses for about to 
become public knowledge, Epsom and Ewell MP CHRIS 
GRAYLING writes exclusively for the Epsom Guardian to 
explain exactly what he spends the public cash on 


MP sets the record 
straight on expenses 


Although there has been a huge 
amount of controversy about the al¬ 
lowances, it is worth saying that the 
biggest elements by far of MPs al¬ 
lowances are to pay the salaries of 
three or four staff and for the run¬ 
ning of offices in the constituency 
and at Westminster. 

There are two main allowances 
being published in this exercise. 

The first - the Incidental Expens¬ 
es Provision - covers the cost of 
running offices at Westminster and 
in the constituency 

My constituency office is spread 
across two locations. I rent a dedi¬ 
cated office for my constituency 
secretary at the Epsom and Ewell 
Conservative Association, together 
with use of meeting rooms, under 
an officially approved agreement. 

I also have a 300sq ft office in an 
annex above the garage at my home 
where I do most of my constituen¬ 
cy-based and out-of-hours office 
work. As permitted I have claimed 
for the running costs of this office - 
though not for any element of mort¬ 
gage costs as this is not permitted. 

The allowance also covers tele¬ 
phones, ISDN lines, office equip¬ 
ment, stationery, and so forth. It 
also includes a variety of travel 
costs. I spend a lot of time travel¬ 
ling round the country visiting peo¬ 
ple and organisations related to my 
shadow ministerial duties. This is 
the reason I have relatively high 
travel costs as an MP 

We have also been allowed to draw 
down money for incidental cash 
costs like newspapers, car parking 
costs, smaller subsistence costs 
while travelling on shadow ministe-

rial business, the cost of booking 
surgery and other venues in the 
constituency, small-scale out-of- 
pocket expenses for staff members 
and so forth. 

The additional costs allowance - 
the so-called second home al¬ 
lowance - has been at the centre of 
the recent controversies. 

The receipts published show the 
cost of the flat in Westminster 
which I have had as an MP I have al¬ 
ready written in the Epsom 
Guardian about the reasons for 
doing so. 

However, as a result of recent 
changes to the rules and the row 
over Parliamentary expenses, I 
took a voluntary decision to give up 
claiming the allowance immediate¬ 
ly, to sell the flat and to repay profit 
made from its sale to the taxpayer. 

In addition, since my use of the al¬ 
lowance has now come to an end, I 
have also bought back from the 
Fees Office the furnishings bought 


in recent years. Since these will 
now no longer be used for purposes 
related to my job, I do not think it is 
right to leave the taxpayer paying 
for them. 

There is also one year’s worth of 
receipts in the bundle being re¬ 
leased for the communication al¬ 
lowance, which was introduced in 
2007. The main cost this now covers 
is for my regular newsletter at¬ 
tached to the Epsom Guardian and 
the maintenance of my parliamen¬ 
tary website. 

Since the House of Commons au¬ 
thorities made available past re¬ 
ceipts to MPs in April, I have been 
through all the documentation 
carefully to identify any mistakes I 
might have made and rectify them. 

I have discovered a small number 
- as well as a couple of occasions 
when I think the Fees Office gave 
me the wrong advice - and so I have 
repaid the money involved. 

Over the summer, every expense 
claim by every MP will be audited 
and naturally if the auditors be¬ 
lieve that any of my other claims 
are not correct I will refund the 
money 

Every MP - myself included - 
recognises the anger there has been 
about aspects of the allowances sys¬ 
tem. We are all sorry about what 
has happened. 

As a result there have already 
been major changes to the system. 

However this is only the start. We 
have to make sure that everything 
is completely open and transparent 
in the future.

A former knee-surgery pa¬ 
tient of Epsom Hospital has 
a magic touch. 

Don Hamilton, a member 
of the Surrey Society of Ma¬ 
gicians, has spent two-and- 
a-half years fundraising for 
new medical equipment and 
has at last reached his goal. 

On Wednesday, June 10, 
Mr Hamilton presented a 
cheque for £5,050 to doctors 
and nurses at the Elective 
Orthopaedic Centre (EOC). 

Mr Hamilton, a great¬ 
grandfather who will be 76 
this year, had a knee re¬ 
placement at the centre in 
July 2006. During his time 
in the hospital, he had to un¬ 
dergo a scan and got talking 
to the staff who were treat¬ 
ing him. He said: “A doctor 
told me hand-held scanners 
meant they could see people 
faster, but they didn’t have 
as many as they would like. 
So I set my sights on raising 
the money for them as a way 
of saying thank you for the 
excellent care I received. 

“My wife Joan and I did 
everything we could think 
of. We organised coffee 
mornings, had bric-a-brac 


and car-boot sales, asked for 
donations, you name it we 
did it. I even sold my car!” 

Mr Hamilton also sold his 
library of magic props and 
old ornaments for the cause. 

He added: “The treatment 
I received at the EOC was 
absolutely wonderful. The 
staff were always jolly, al¬ 
ways professional and my 
surgery was a success. I re¬ 
ally can’t speak highly 
enough of them.” 

Sue King is the director of 
nursing for the EOC said: 
“Everyone at the centre was 
delighted to see Mr Hamil¬ 
ton again and we are incred¬ 
ibly grateful for his 
generous donation. It will 
allow us to buy three hand¬ 
held doppler scanners 
which are used to help iden¬ 
tify the presence of a deep 
vein thrombosis (blood 
clots) in patients’ legs.” 

The EOC specialises in 
knee and hip replacements 
and, since opening in 2004, 
more than 15,000 patients 
have been treated there.

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Steadfast hero honoured 


On Wednesday, Shadow Home Secre¬ 
tary and Epsom MP Chris Grayling 
paid tribute to Sergeant Thomas 
Green, bludgeoned to death in Epsom 
90 years ago as he tried to defend 
Epsom Police Station against 700 riot¬ 
ing Canadian soldiers. 

The MP unveiled a plaque at 5 Ash¬ 
ley Road, Epsom, where Epsom Police 
Station once stood and which is now 
occupied by a chiropodists’ practice. 

The mayor, Councillor Jan Mason, 
attended the ceremony and watched as 
children from Epsom Primary School 
laid flowers under the plaque. 

Ninety years ago many policemen 
who were called to deal with the riot 
had children at the school where, after 
the fatal events, a collection was taken 
to buy flowers for Sgt Green’s funeral. 

Yesterday’s ceremony started with a 
talk by Tim Richardson, historian, au¬ 
thor and former policeman, on the se¬ 
quence of events at the end of the 
First World War that led to Sgt Green’s 
death. 

The riot started when the soldiers, 
camped at Woodcote waiting to be sent 
home to Canada, marched into Epsom 
with the aim of releasing a comrade 
who had been arrested for drunkeness.

After the plaque unveiling ceremony 
the mayor opened an exhibition at the 
Methodist church hall, opposite the 
site of the former police station. 

It included pictures and descriptions 
of the riot provided by Bourne Hall 
Museum and watches presented by 
Lord Rosebery to the police officers 
who defended the police station.

A nurse has been commended 
for trudging 18 miles through 
heavy snow to save the life of 
a patient needing kidney dial¬ 
ysis. 

Debbie Noble, 49, lived up to 
her name by making the ardu¬ 
ous trip in February while 
many workers were defeated 
by the worst snowfall in 18 
years. 

The renal nurse at Epsom 
and St Helier NHS trust 
walked from her home in 
Ewell to Ashtead for two days 
in a row to treat Steph Craw¬ 
ford, 45. 

Her dedication has now 
been recognised with an out¬ 
standing achievement award 
from Sir Richard Sykes, chair¬ 
man of London NHS. 

She said: “I am delighted but 
astounded to have won this 
award. 

“The fact is that in the 
healthcare profession, people 
go beyond the call of duty 
quite regularly. 

“I was just doing my job, and 
I’m sure many people in my 
position would have done the 
same.” 

Mrs Crawford, who would 
usually drive to a dialysis cen¬ 
tre in Kingston, called the 
nurse in desperation when 
ambulances were unable to 
reach her road. 

Without the emergency 
treatment, she would have be¬ 
come breathless as fluid 
amassed around her lungs, 
which can be fatal. 

At the time she said: “The 


fact is, without dialysis, I 
would have died. 

“I know it sounds dramatic, 
but it’s true. 

“I know that I need dialysis 
at least three times a week, so 
I would have been in real trou¬ 
ble.” 

Sir Richard handed out the 


award at a glitzy ceremony, 
hosted by the BBC London 
presenter Robert Elms, at the 
British Academy of Film and 
Television Arts headquarters. 

He said: “I have been so im¬ 
pressed by the dedication and 
commitment of those nomi¬ 
nated for the award.

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Benefits cheat to repay £23k 


A Worcester Park benefit fraudster 
has been ordered to repay the money 
she falsely claimed. 

After pocketing £23,541.84 of taxpay¬ 
ers’ money, Carol Knight, 43, of Avon 
Close, Worcester Park, pleaded guilty 
to five counts of dishonestly providing 
false statements and failing to notify 
changes in her circumstances affect¬ 
ing her entitlement to income support, 
housing and council tax benefit. 

She failed to declare she had been 
working between September 2004 and 
September 2007 while receiving the 
benefits. 

Following a joint investigation by 
Epsom and Ewell Council and the De¬ 
partment for Work and Pensions, 


Knight’s case was heard at Guildford 
Crown Court on April 29 and she was 
sentenced on May 29. 

After Knight pleaded guilty, Judge 
Clements accepted she was “filled 
with shame and remorse”, but remind¬ 
ed her that when caught committing 
benefit fraud she risked prison. 

She was sentenced to 26-weeks jail, 
suspended for two years, accompanied 
by a two-year supervision order and 
was ordered to pay £140 costs. She was 
also ordered to repay the money she 
wrongly claimed.

It seems like a tall order but one 
highly caffeinated Californian is 
on a mission to visit every Star- 
bucks shop on the planet. 

Winter, 37, a freelance software 
engineer, has already taken 
lengthy coffee breaks in Japan, 
Lebanon, Turkey - and Epsom. 

In fact, he has drunk his way 
through more than 9,100 chain 
stores over the past 12 years, 
spending an estimated $100,000 

He now faces a race against time 
to tick off another 3,000 around 
the world before the company clos¬ 
es outlets during the recession. 

Winter began his European 
“Starbucking” grand tour in May 
and last week made a pilgrimage 
to the store in the Ashley Centre. 

His ground rules for the visits 
are simple. He must photograph 
each store and sample its coffee,

usually a 40z tester cup, obtained 
by showing baristas his press cut¬ 
tings. 

Winter, who changed his name 
from Rafael Antonio Lozano Jr, 
said: “My original motivation was 
simply to accomplish something 
singularly unique. However, since 
that time, I have discovered many 
joys in the travelling and the chal¬ 
lenge of my mission, and they 
help keep me going despite the 
ever-increasing difficulty. 

“The manager in Epsom was so 
keen on my story that he drove me 
to the Ashley Centre and saved me 
the extra time it would have taken 
to go by bus. The district manager 
happened to be there - the first I 
had met one in the 73 stores I’d vis¬ 


ited on this trip. 

“Between her and both man¬ 
agers I got some good advice about 
visiting my next few stores,but 
they missed one critical piece of 
information. When I reached the 
train station I learned that Epsom 
is not only outside Zone 6, but it is 
also outside the zone system.” 

When not negotiating the subur¬ 
ban train network, Winter aver¬ 
ages about 20 shops a day. He once 
drank 29 cups of regular brewed 
coffee in one day - and felt awful. 

After another fortnight in the 
UK the coffee tourist, jittery and 
trembling, expects to move on to 
Spain, Portugal, Germany and Ro¬ 
mania.

Top fly-fishing hopeful Janice Pinder explains to STUART AMOS 
how she got hooked on a sport filled with cunning and strategy 


^Fish facts and figures^ 


Fishing for Team England 


Spend an hour with Janice Pin¬ 
der and you have no need to 
make endless calls via the Yel¬ 
low Pages to find a copy of Fly 
Fishing by J R Hartley - she 
knows it all. 

The 55-year-old Worcester 
Park resident jets off to Ireland 
next week to compete in the 
Home Nations fly-fishing cham¬ 
pionships, where she will star 
for Team England’s 14-strong 
women’s outfit. 

Pinder, a keen golfer, only took 
up the sport ten years ago and 
already has a national title and 
a string of international ap¬ 
pearances to her name,I since 
making her debut in 2003. 

As you would expect, the 
Banstead Downs Golf Club 
member has acquired an in- 
depth knowledge of her sport, 
including an extensive range of 
equipment to match, and as 
such is a big fish in what is tra¬ 
ditionally thought of as a man’s 
world. 

A former police officer, Pinder 
started out by teaming up with 
the Met Police’s Angling Soci¬ 
ety and has not looked back 
since being crowned English 
champion in 2005, qualifying for 
the England squad. 

And she is hoping a good 
showing next week will guaran¬ 
tee her spot in the international 
set-up for next season, and an¬ 
other shot at the number one 
event on the women’s fly-fishing 
calendar. 


“The standard has got a lot 
better. Competition among the 
women is quite high. Just win¬ 
ning the national is an achieve¬ 
ment in itself,” she said. 

“You have to catch eight fish, 
in an eight-hour competition. I 
did that quite quickly when I 
won it, and was able to sit and 
watch the others struggle. That 
was a great feeling. 

“There are usually about 20 to 
25 women going for 14 places in 
the England team. My ambition 
is to finish in the top four next 
week, and pre-qualify for next 
year’s team, which is something 
I’ve never done.” 

Pinder juggles her time be¬ 
tween playing golf - she is the 
reigning Met Police women’s 
champion - and running her 
own dog-walking and house-sit- 
ting firm, and doesn’t get to 
practice as much as she’d like. 

“I get out at least once a 
month during the summer and 
I’d like to think it is closer to 
twice a month between April 
and December,” she added. 

“Once you’ve got the tech¬ 
nique and the know-how you 
don’t really lose it. You have to 
let the equipment do the work. 
You might get a bit rusty, but it 
doesn’t take long to get back in 
the groove.” 

Team England will spend two 
days checking out Loch Lein in 
Ireland next week to settle on 


their strategy - where to fish 
and what flies to use - before 
heading out on to the water on 
Thursday with coded messages 
to let each other know the best 
tactics. 

It is the competitive side of 
the sport that has Pinder 
hooked. 

“I’ve always enjoyed 
sport. I enjoy the com¬ 
petitiveness between 
other people, and in 
fishing there is a 
challenge between 
you and the fish,” J 
she said. 

“You could be in 
the same boat, 
using the same 
line and same flies, 
and they are catch¬ 
ing but you are not. 

So it is all about 
strategy. You have to 
work it out.” 

As for fishing as a 
blood sport, Pin¬ 
der says: “In 
England, we 
eat what we 
catch. The 
stocked 
reservoir 
fish are 
treated a lot 
better than 
farmed 
fish, in the 
super¬ 


market. At least they have a 
fighting chance. 

“I don’t think fish feel pain. 
I’ve seen fish take a hook and 
not notice they have 
been caught 
until you pull 
them in.”

Learn the lingo 

□ Loch style: this is a type 
of fishing, used in next 
week’s international, 
where two fishermen cast 
from each end of a single 
drifting boat. 

□ Single or double haul¬ 
ing: techniques used to 
lengthen the line. 

□ Leader: a strip of mate¬ 
rial attached to the end of 
your line, to which you at¬ 
tach your flies 

□ Washing line technique: 
An English-style set-up of 
your ‘leader’ 

□ Short lining: Another 
set-up and casting tech¬ 
nique which is used more 
often in Ireland. 

□ Booby: A double foam¬ 
eyed fly, used to help hang 
your washing line (see 
above). 

□ Soldier palmer, black 
pennel, bibio, dawl back, 
buzzers, hatcher - all types 
of fly that you can hang off 
your leader. 

What happens in a com¬ 
petition? 

□ Competitors fish in 
pairs on a boat for eight 
hours, with each taking 
turns on deciding where 
on the lake they fish. 

There is an eight fish 
limit, and the heaviest 
haul wins. In Ireland, how¬ 
ever, you are judged on the 
length of the fish in your 
catch and how quickly 


they 

were caught. 

What you need and how 
much it costs 

□ A starter pack of rod, 
reel, lines, flies and a lead¬ 
er will set you back 
around £150. 

A day ticket for entry to 
one of the best reservoirs 
will cost around £18, plus 
the hire of a boat, or you 
can fish from the bank. 

Where can I do it? 

□ Pinder’s local reservoir 
is at Bewl Water in Kent, 
but there are others scat¬ 
tered across the Midlands, 
and there are smaller wa¬ 
ters at Syon Park, Isle- 
worth and in Guildford. 

How do I find out more?

P atrol Base South-West is a 
tiny compound 2km west 
of the Musa Qal’eh dis¬ 
trict centre (DC). 

I travelled with the 3 Scots on 
a re-supply convoy to a remote 
Afghan National Army (ANA) 
and British outpost. 

We drove in a some of the 
newly-delivered Jackal ar¬ 
moured vehicles, used for re¬ 
connaissance, rapid assault, 
fire support and convoy protec¬ 
tion. 

The Jackal is armed with a 
general purpose machine-gun 
and either a heavy machine- 
gun or a grenade-launcher. 

The new design of the vehi¬ 
cles has meant improvised ex¬ 
plosive devices (IEDs) are 
having less of an effect and 
crews are much more likely to 
survive the impact with only 
minimal injuries. 

We sped out of Musa Qal’eh 
DC at 3pm, across the Wadi and 
through the winding and tight 
roads of an outlying village. 

Afghans lined the streets, car¬ 
rying crops and water back 
from the river and kids waved 
as we drove by - but once we 
had passed they threw stones at 
the vehicle. 

The main threat is not from 
direct Taliban fire but buried 
IEDs that could have been 
planted the night before. Any 
thing thought to be suspicious 
in the road is approached with 
caution as the IED threat con¬ 
stantly plays on the minds of 
the soldiers. 

One of the Explosive Ord¬ 
nance Disposal (EOD) opera¬ 
tors, Sergeant Stevie Jack, said: 
“They are getting a lot cleverer 
with the way they plant the 
IEDs. We had one incident 
when they planted one in the 
same place we had disposed of 
another one just an hour be¬ 
fore. 

“Instead of engaging us in di¬ 



rect fire fights, which they 
know from experience they will 
lose, they have adopted a lot of 
the tactics used by insurgents 
in Iraq.” 

As we neared the compound 
ANA soldiers caught sight of 
us, or heard the roar of the en¬ 
gines, and began to move the 
barb-wire barricade to let us in. 

The compound, no bigger 
than an tennis court, was sur¬ 
rounded on all sides by 20ft 
walls mounted with sandbags, 
razor wire and general purpose 
machine-guns. 

Soldiers of the Royal Regi¬ 
ment of Scotland slept outside 
on cot beds with mosquito nets, 
under the shelter of the shadow 
cast by the walls. 

They had adopted some of the 
local strays including a dog, a 
cat and a fearless bird who con¬ 
stantly tried to kill the cat. 

Afghans, who treat animals 
very cruelly, would have cut off 
its tail and ears and would have 
probably left it to die of starva¬ 
tion. 

However, soldiers from the 
Army dog units de-worm, de¬ 
flea and tame the animals who 
become a welcome source of 
distraction from the grind of 
daily life. 

The men here, who, like other 
patrol bases, ate from 24-hour 
ration packs and drank water 
from bottles brought in through 
resupply, were close to the DC 
but otherwise cut off from rein¬ 
forcements and wide open to 
Taliban attack. 

One of the soldiers said: “We 
heard recently that the Taliban 
were preparing to launch an at¬ 
tack against us, with about 20 to 
30 guys. It was laughable really 
because we later heard they 
couldn’t attack us because their 
motorcycle had broken down.” 

As we left the compound, a 
suspicious vehicle had stopped 
near the vehicle checkpoint 


and as we drove past tensions 
were obviously high. Fortu¬ 
nately for me, but more impor¬ 
tantly the men driving the 
vehicles, it reversed out of the 
way and we were free to pass 
unhindered. 

We passed two burka-clad 
women as they walked at the 
side of the road. It was the first 
time in my whole trip I had 
seen any females other than 
small girls and their nervous¬ 
ness around the vehicles, but 
moreover the men driving 
them, was noticeable. 

I was told taking pictures of 
them was considered a big no- 
no and could cause problems if 
it got back to any of the local 
tribal leaders. 

While the Afghans were obvi¬ 
ously apprehensive around the 
soldiers and their vehicles, 
they smiled at us and waved as 
we drove by. 

A lot of work has been done to 
get the locals on-side. When lo¬ 
cals are hit by Taliban laid 
IEDs, coalition forces do every¬ 
thing they can to stabilise and 
treat them on base and in the 
severest instances evacuate 
them to the Camp Bastion hos¬ 
pital. 

Buildings or crops inadver¬ 
tently destroyed in fire fights 
are repaired or paid for by the 
coalition and a good relation¬ 
ship has been built on mutual 
trust and information sharing 
with the local population. 

The hearts and minds tactic 
has so far paid dividends to the 
regiments serving in 
Afghanistan where locals have 
become fed up with Taliban 
taxes and the destruction that 
is almost certainly brought 
with their presence.

Thousands of bright yellow sun¬ 
flowers are set to brighten up the 
Banstead area this summer as 
schoolchildren take part in a 
“tallest sunflower competition”. 

The competition for children, 
aged between three and 11, is 
being organised by Reigate and 
Banstead Council as part of their 
“Love Where You Live” initiative.

“By nurturing a plant from seed 
and providing it with the right nu¬ 
trients and conditions to help it 
grow tall, these youngsters will 
learn some valuable lessons about 
taking care of plant life. 

“By the end of the summer holi¬ 
days, the Banstead area will be 
blooming with colour.”

Nothing wasted as 
recycling rate soars 


Epsom and Ewell Council is on 
course to have one of the highest 
waste recycling rates in the coun¬ 
try. 

The new recycling system intro¬ 
duced in the north of the borough 
in March is being extended to the 
south starting next week and fi¬ 
nally covering the whole of the 
district by the end of the month. 

The council now offers a kerb- 
side recycling service for food 
waste, plastic bottles and card¬ 
board. 

People using the new service 
people in the north of the bor¬ 
ough have boosted their recycling 
rate to more than 55 per cent. 

It means the borough is on 
course to recycle and compost 
one of the highest proportions of 
waste in the country while the 
cost of the service remains below

the national average. 

On average, the council is col¬ 
lecting about 30 tonnes of food 
waste for composting every week 
and about 20 tonnes of plastic 
bottles and cardboard for recy¬ 
cling. 

From May 25, homes in Wood- 
cote and parts of College and 
Town wards (the area west of 
Chessington Road and south of 
the railway line, but including 
the Wells estate) will be taking 
part in the new service. 

People living in Court ward and 
the remainder of Stamford, Rux- 
ley and West Ewell wards will be 
able to use the new service now. 

There will be no change to col¬ 
lection days or to the recycling ar¬ 


rangements for paper, glass, cans, 
household batteries and textiles. 

Subscription garden waste col¬ 
lections will also not change. 

Food waste will be collected 
weekly. Cardboard and plastic 
bottles will be collected fortnight¬ 
ly, as will the small amount of 
rubbish remaining in the green 
bin. 

Children’s disposable nappies 
can be placed in the main green 
rubbish bin, but they can be col¬ 
lected weekly if people register 
with the council on 01372 732000. 

A kerbside recycling service for 
flats is due to start in September. 

New bins for food waste, plastic 
bottles and cardboard will be de¬ 
livered in the week before the 
new service starts in each area.

Plea not to cut 
police budget 

Surrey’s community leaders 
joined forces to back calls for the 
Prime Minister to reverse plans 
to cut Surrey Police’s budget.

The Government intended to 
force Surrey Police Authority to 
reduce its precept level of council 
tax in 2009/10 and re-bill Surrey 
residents, a decision which would 
cost £1.2m in re-billing to cut the 
Surrey Police budget by £1.6m. 

MP Jeremy Hunt said: “People 
in my constituency have been de¬ 
lighted with the improvements in 
policing in recent years. 

“It will be an unspeakable 
tragedy if Surrey Police was re¬ 
warded for this success by having 
to cut back on frontline policing.” 

The councillors and community 
leaders have agreed to petition 
the Prime Minister to reverse the 
capping order, in addition a peti¬ 
tion on Surrey Police Authority’s 
website protesting against the 
Government's decision has at¬ 
tracted more than 6,0000 signa¬ 
tures.

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To mark its 90th anniversary, local historian Brent Stevens reports on a riot started 
by Canadian soldiers that led to the death of a police officer in Epsom 


Did the Government 
cover up the truth? 


Y esterday, June 17 marked 
the 90th anniversary of a 
riot in Epsom by Canadi¬ 
an soldiers that resulted 
in the death of Police Sergeant 
Green. 

His memorial can be seen 
today in Epsom cemetery His 
epitaph reads: 

“In memory of Station 
Sergeant Green who found 
death in the path of duty. 

“He was killed defending 
the Epsom Police Station 
against a riotous mob.” 

What makes his death signifi¬ 
cant is that his murderer was 
never really brought to justice 
and that some in authority sup¬ 
ported this for political reasons. 

The “riotous mob” was in fact 
more than 400 soldiers on the 
rampage and the words “found 
death”on his gravestone were 


used rather than murdered. 

Why was this? It was 10 years 
later that Sergeant Green’s 
murderer, when arrested in 
Canada on another offence, 
admitted his guilt. 

By then Scotland Yard was not 
really interested and a prosecu¬ 
tion was never considered. 
What caused this apparently 
callous action and why was jus¬ 
tice not pursued as vigourously 
as we might have expected? 

Throughout the Great War, 
many troops from the British 
Empire had fought with distinc¬ 
tion. Canada produced about 
600,000 men from 1914-18, taking 
210,000 casualties, with over 
56,000 dead. 

They were awarded 63 Vicoria 
Crosses. The awesome Vimy 
Ridge memorial in Northern 
France bears testimony to their 


bravery and loyalty during that 
dreadful period. 

However, when war ended in 
November 1918, many troops, 
easpecially those from overseas, 
expected to be de-mobbed and 
re-patriated as quickly as possi¬ 
ble. Unfortuanely this did not 
happen. 

In fact de-mobilisation plans 
had been in the Government’s 
thoughts since 1917. 

War Secretary Lord Derby 
thought that in order to help the 
country’s economy, the most 
skilled workers should be re¬ 
leased first into the key indus¬ 
tries. 

However these were the very 
workers who had been the last 
to be conscripted and the un¬ 
fairness of this caused small 
scale mutinies within the 
British Army in Calais, Folk-

stone and London. 

This inequitable system was 
changed by the new Minister of 
War - a certain Winston 
Churchill - in January 1919. 

He decided men should be de¬ 
mobbed on the basis of age, 


length of service and number of 
wounds received. This in 
effect was a “first in- first out” 
policy. 

This worked well for British 
troops, but Dominion troops 
were left hanging around for

similar disturbances and on 
June 13, 1919, Canadian troops 
again rioted in Witley, commit- 
ing arson along the way 

So it was against this back¬ 
ground that the riots in Epsom 
four days later should be 
viewed. 

Feelings about the length of 
time it was taking to send them 
home rankled within the minds 
of Dominion troops who saw 
Britain slowly returning to nor¬ 
mality by the summer of 1919. 

In that year Ascot took place 
with re-newed splendour, as did 
the trooping of the colour and 
the Derby, which was actually 
on June 17, with people deter¬ 
mined to celebrate the ending of 
the war. 

An intoxicating mixture of 
joy, alcohol and families enjoy¬ 
ing a day out, must have created 
an atmosphere of anguish at 
the Canadian camp at Woodcote 
Park, where sick and wounded 
men were staying, longing to be 
shipped back home. 

After seven months of wait¬ 
ing, their patience finally 
snapped later that evening. 

At 9.15pm police were called 
to the Rifleman pub in Epsom 
because a fight had broken out 
between a Private MacDonald 
and a sergeant, both in the 
Canadian Army 

The police only arrested Mac¬ 
Donald and when his friend, 
Private Veinotte, came to help 
him, he was arrested too. 

To take them both to the po¬ 
lice tation, they had to walk 
along Epsom High Street - in 
full view of the many other 
Canadians in the town. 

Twenty of them immediately 
gathered outside the police sta¬ 
tion in Ashley Road, demanding 
the release of the two men. 
They were soon dispersed and 
returned to the Woodcote Camp. 


Here, discontent spiralled out 
of control, and despite pleas 
from their officers, in particu¬ 
lar Major Ross, some 400 men 
set off back to the police sta¬ 
tion. 

The police, anticipating trou¬ 
ble, asked the Canadians to take 
the two men back to the camp, 
but the CO thought that was un¬ 
safe and asked the police to 
keep them at the station. The 
scene was now set for the ap¬ 
palling tragedy. 

On their way to Ashley Road, 
rioting Canadians broke win¬ 
dows at the Ladas pub and com- 
mited other acts of vandalism. 

This slowed them down and 
allowed Major Ross to get to the 


police station first. Inspector 
Pawley (in charge of Epsom po¬ 
lice station) prepared to defend 
the station, with 22 men at his 
disposal. 

Requests were made to sum¬ 
mon help from surrounding sta¬ 
tions and reinforcements were 
sent, but by bike they would ar¬ 
rive too late to help. Pawley was 
keen to hand over the prisoners 
to Ross, but the mob had al¬ 
ready arrived at the front door. 

Ross tried to calm them down, 
but in the meantime some of 
the Canadians had broken into 
the station around the back and 
managed to release one of the 
prisoners. 

Pawley organised a charge to 


clear everyone out of the sta¬ 
tion and succeeded in doing so. 
Encouraged, Pawley and 
Sergeant Green decided to 
charge them again and clear the 
Canadians from the back pas¬ 
sage too. 

Again this was effective, but 
in the ensuing melee Sergeant 
Green sustained a head injury. 
He was taken to Epsom Hospi¬ 
tal, but died early next morn¬ 
ing. 

This tragic event was com¬ 
pounded by what happened two 
months later. 

In August, 1919, Edward 
Prince of Wales, was due to tour 
Canada by way of thanking this 
Dominion for all their help dur¬ 


ing the last four years of con¬ 
flict. 

It is thought a large scale trial 
and prosecution of segments of 
the Canadian army might be 
counter-productive to the 
Prince’s efforts. 

How much pressure was ap¬ 
plied to the police to scale down 
their detective operation is diffi¬ 
cult to prove, but it would seem 
that those in authority wished 
to take the heat out of the situa¬ 
tion. This might help to explain 
what happened next. 

Police went to Woodcote 
Camp the following day to look 
for men with unexplained 
bruises and bloodstains. 

PC Rose managed to identify 


two men and Insp Ferrer even¬ 
tually arrested five soldiers. 

However, little attempt was 
made to find the murder 
weapon and fingerprint it 
(probably an iron bar ripped 
out of one of the cell doors). 

Some Canadians pinpointed 
Allan McMaster as the culprit. 

He was a blacksmith by trade 
and would have probably been 
strong enouhg to rip out the 
iron raillings - but this was 
never really followed up with 
any determination. 

At the trial the incident was 
portrayed as a good natured 
brawl that got out of hand and 
the men were charged with 
manslaughter, not murder. 

Even this charge was changed 
by the jury to “rioting” and the 
men served five months in 
prison before being discharged. 

In sentencing the five Canadi¬ 
ans, the judge was asked to take 
their war record into 
account. This might be signifi¬ 
cant for some, but two of the 
prisoners had never been to 
France; one had but had seen no 
action. 

Allan MacMaster, who owned 
up to the murder a decade later 
was in the camp because of ill¬ 
ness caused by an STD - not a 
war wound. 

The funeral of Sergeant 
Green was a massive affair and 
the fact the culprit never really 
had to pay for his crime must 
have angered many people. 

There can be no doubt of 
Canada’s courageous effort in 
the Allied war effort, but this 
episode is one they would prob¬ 
ably want to forget. 

It is suspected there were 
some in high government who 
preferred to bury this incident 
rather than see justice done.

As a takeaway regular, I was already 
familiar with Noor Jahan’s classical Indi¬ 
an cuisine and considered it my 
favourite. But this was my first experi¬ 
ence of eating in the recently refurbished 
restaurant, writes Amy Livings. 

The restaurant gave me the impression 
of being in a central London eatery, The 
decor is retro, but there is a contempo¬ 
rary breeziness coupled with a romantic 
atmosphere and it seemed only natural to 
take my boyfriend, a fellow fan of the 
takeaway menu. 

We started our meal with light and 
crispy popadoms and the usual chutneys 
and sauces. We also shared a mixed kebab 
which included three different types as 
well as a vegetable samosa. They were 
delicious - as expected. 

My boyfriend opted for a traditional 
lamb korma. With its mild and creamy 
sauce, this dish is a tried and tested dar¬ 
ling of the quintessential Indian menu. 

I went Noor Jahan’s secret recipe dish; 
a house speciality consisting of a whole 
baby chicken served in an undisclosed 
sauce which I can only describe as amaz¬ 
ing. We both had pilau rice with our 
mains, but there is a fantastic assortment 
of alternatives including mushroom rice, 
special fried rice and good old original 
plain rice. There are also salads and chips 
available too. 

If you are dining as a couple, I strongly 
recommend sharing the ‘vegetable tray’. 
For £5.75 you get a choice of any three 
vegetable dishes. We chose mushroom 
bhaji, jeera aloo (cumin potatoes) and 
chana masala. One for those who like it 
hot, the spicy chickpea curry has a gor¬ 
geous velvety texture and a sour citrus 
note.

Any band that has spawned 
the likes of Eric Clapton, Jeff 
Beck and Jimmy Page 
deserve to be given the 
utmost reverence, and Sutton 
residents get the chance to 
pay their repects when the 
Yardbirds head to the Boom 
Boom Club this week. 

The line-up may have been 
tweaked and the sound may 
have slightly changed but the 
ethos is definitely the same - 
a cracking cacophony of indi¬ 
vidual brilliance honed into 
one fine musical machine. 

Having been elected into 
the Rock ’n’ Roll Hall of 
Fame in 1992, one could have 
forgiven the band for grace¬ 
fully slinking into the shad¬ 
ows but the Yardbirds are 
having none of it. 

They released album Bird- 
land in 2003 and have contin¬ 
ued touring to this day. 

The current line-up is Jim 
McCarty (drums), Ben King 
(guitar), Chris Dreja (guitar), 
Andy Mitchell (vocals) and 
David Smale (bass), with 


both Dreja and McCarty part 
of the original team back in 
1963. 

The emphasis, as always, is 
on experimental rock with a 
blues tinge and fans will be 
quick to credit the band as 
being pioneers in almost 
every guitar innovation from 
the swinging 60s - fuzz tone, 
feedback, distortion - you 
name it, the Yardbirds have 
done it. 

And their reputation still 
exists worldwide, with dates 
in Canada and the United 
States on the agenda this 
year as part of a lengthy tour 
with fellow legends the Zom¬ 
bies and Spencer Davis.

The turbulent, enigmatic life 
of jazz legend Chet Baker 
comes to life at Epsom 
Playhouse this week when 
Mike Maran’s touring group 
offer a different take on the 
traditional stage show. 

Rather than being a straight 
play or a musical, Maran’s 
production blends a neat mix 
of both, with the Scot provid¬ 
ing the words while talented 
musicians Colin Steele 
(trumpet) and Robert 
Pettigrew (drums) provide the 
musical accompaniment. 

The story takes place in an 
Italian prison, where 
American Baker was jailed for 
a year on drug offences in 
1961. 

And for Maran, delving into 
the life of the troubled 
trumpeter, who died in 1988, 
was an easy decision to make. 

He explains: “I think there 
were three main reasons for 
doing this. 

“Firstly, when I was a 
student I lived in a flat and 
everybody else was a massive 
jazz fan. 

“So in a way I could not 
avoid jazz. 

“I loved the music and really 
wanted to be a jazz musician, 
but to be honest I was never 
good enough. 

“So if I couldn’t be a jazz 
musician, I thought it would 
be great to do a show about a 
jazz musician. 

“Secondly, I’d read both Dr 
Faustus and a book on Chet in 
the last year and I was struck 
by the similarities. 

“The theme was the same - 
sacrificing your life for your 
art. 

“Chet Baker found no 
beauty in life and put every¬ 
thing into his music so in a

way this is my version of Dr 
Faustus, with Chet Baker as 
the lead. 

“Lastly, and on a more 
personal level, I loved working 
with Colin in the past and I 
realised if I wrote a show 
about Chet there would be a 
good chance I could work with 
him again.” 

The production, A Funny 
Valentine, is currently on tour 
before moving to the 
Edinburgh Jazz Festival later 
in the year. 

And Maran is delighted to be 
able to shed some light on the 
legend. 

He adds: “Chet played how 
other people could only aspire 
to. 

“He was a one-off - he never 
played things the same way 
twice and that made his shows 
a real experience. 

“But he had a lot of personal 
problems and in many ways 
he really was a Jekyll and 
Hyde-style character. 

“I like to think we have 
really captured the spirit of 
him in this show and I am 
really pleased it is being so 
well received.”

Since 2007, Sam Isaac has 
been gigging across the 
country and releasing self- 
made EPs, garnering plenty 
of fans and radio play along 
the way. 

The 23-year-old is finally 
releasing his debut album, 
Bears, this month and is 
celebrating with an instore 
performance at Banquet 
Records in Kingston. 

“I recorded Bears last 
summer, so it has been a 
long time coming,” says 
Isaac. 

“I am really excited to 
finally be releasing it and for 
people to get a chance to 
hear the songs. It is a really 
good marker for where I am 
and I have already started 
working on the next album.” 

Bears features a number of 
songs Isaac has honed over 
the past two years on the live 
circuit and he has been 
pleased to get the chance to 
do justice to some crowd 
favourites. 

He says: “There are some 
songs that haven’t made it 
but there a couple, Sticks, 
Stars And Tape and Side¬ 
ways, that we had to keep 
because the fans love them - 
they needed to be in my first 
definitive collection of 
songs.” 

Along with building up a 
set of loyal fans, Isaac has at¬ 
tracted support from 
influential radio stations, 
recording sessions for Radio 
One, Radio Two, and Xfm. So 
what does he put his broad 
appeal down to? 

“I think it’s just songs,” he 
says. “You could argue that 
just makes me totally inoffen¬ 
sive! 

“I would like to think they 
are songs anyone can pick 
up on and they stick in peo¬ 
ple’s heads - I think that’s 
why they have a broad ap¬ 
peal.” 

Kingston is a place Isaac 
knows well, having played at 
Banquet Records and New 
Slang over the past couple of 
years, and he is looking for¬ 
ward to returning to his old 
stomping ground. 

“I am playing with my full 
band,” he says. “There are six 
of us so it could be a drumk- 
it-behind-the-counter kind of 
deal. 


This is the title track of the 
album. It is really big and pow¬ 
erful and I think it makes a 
great statement at the start of 
the album. Musically, and lyri¬ 
cally it kind of represents the 
rest of the album, too - 
positive and personal. It is 
about chasing your goals, 
whatever they might be. 


This is going to be the first 
single off the album and it is 
massively fun to play live. It 
was one of those that we really 
struggled with in the studio 
and then, suddenly, we just 
turned it around in an 
afternoon. 


This is one of my favourite 
songs. We recorded a demo 
version of this for the last EP 
and it went down as a raw ver¬ 
sion. When we came to record 
it again we sped it up and cut 
out some sections. We added 
some synths and backing vo¬ 
cals that really changed the 
character of the song. 


This has been my most well- 
known song to date, so it was 
difficult to take into the studio 
again as there have already 
been two versions that my 
fans know quite well. Hopeful¬ 
ly, it will sound bigger and bet¬ 
ter than the last version, which 
was recorded in my bedroom. 


This is a crowd favourite that 
we always play at the end of 
our live sets. It feels quite old 
musically and this may be the 
last time I write a song like 
this. 


This was originally going to 
be the first song on the album 
but ended up going at the end. 
Musically, I am really proud of 
the intro as it was really diffi¬ 
cult to make the instrumental 
sound as big as we wanted. 

Bears is released on June
